MASON'S CAPTIVE. 


Hyron B. Morse and BIB Alleged Croolc- 


edness-Tbe Prisoner 8 Keturn. 


The announcement of the arrest by 


Marshnl Mason of Byron B. Home, on o 
charge of forgery, was made in these col- 
umns yesterday. He was arrested at 
Kansas City, Mo,, yesterday, on a requisi- 
tion from Qov, Hamilton, and to-day at 
noon he arrived in Decatur in charge of 
the ofllcer. Mr. Morse's arrest grew out 
of the alleged fact that about a year ago 
he eaonored Jacob B. Bullord, the under- 
taker, out of $50, and might have bled 
him for 82J16, but for tbe shrewdness of 
the victim, who "smelt a large mouse" 
jnst in time to save 8185 of the 9230 that 
Morse was afteY.

Ho 
always conducted himself like an honest 
man, and Dullard had uo cause to think 
him crooked when Morse came to him 
tor a favor. Morse claimed to have a 
deal on thn "board of trade," and he was 
in need ot $IH) to hold it for a tiurn. He 
had in bis possession a draft tot $235 on 
the Chicago National Bunk signed by a 
Mr. Hherwood, of Bt, Lonip, Mo., but it 
was of no use to him unless he could get 
some one to go to the Deoatur National 
Bank and identify him. Mr, Bnllard be- 
lieving him straight identified Morse, but 
the money was not handed out until Mr, 
Billiard endorsed (he draft. Mr. B. took 
the precaution to bandlo thn money him- 
self, and he gave Morse tmt 856 of the 
sum obtained.

Fur- 
ther investigation proved it a forgery and
